On Friday evening and Saturday, 
September 13 & 14, sixteen ministers and 
eighteen laymen from the Southern 
Alabama Area met at the Landmark 
Motor Inn, Montgomery, Alabama, for a 
planning Conference. The 34 participants 
represented 13 churches from East 
Alabama, Central Alabama, and South 
Alabama-Northwest Florida Associations. 

The Planning Conference was under 
the direction of the Rev. David Chandler, 
Moderator of Southern Alabama Area 
Council and pastor of Hillside Church in 
LaGrange, Ga. The various sessions 
received guidance from ‘Strengthening 
the Local Church’’ Consultants under the 
leadership of Mr. J. K. Murphy from Oak 
Grove Church, Pine Mt., Ga. 

Participants were encouraged to 
dream unlimited dreams for the Area — 
and dream they did! Some of the more 
prominent dreams that received continu- 
ing interest throughout the Conference 
were these: (1) The formation of training 
programs for leadership among the laity.

One of the least 
expensive ways of drilling wells like this 
requires the hand labor of eight men who 
use a tool resembling a post-hole auger to 
drill twenty-five to seventy-five feet down 
to reach water.
